Can Tell About Weather 

April — month of extremes. 
Last week it put the "rare days" of 
June to shame. This week it was 
more lion-like than March in its 
worst moments. 

Monday and Tuesday were blustery, 
Cool, wet and thoroughly unsatisfac- 
tory. The temperature dropped from 
26 degrees above normal to 10 below 
normal within the span of seven days, 
according to Charles Decker, Main 
Line weather observer. The combina- 
tion of wind and water caused thou- 
sands of dollars in damage to fruit, 
gardens and public utilities. 

Nearly four hundred stations were 
put out of service in the Main Line 
district of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, according to Paul T. Segar, 
assistant manager, while the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Counties Gas and 
Electric Company also had several 
lines down due to falling trees and 
limbs. Full service had been resumed 
by today, but much time was lost 
because of the danger of handling 
water-soaked cables and high-tension 
wires. Minor automobile acidents ' 
were frequent on the slippery highway 
surfaces. 

The greatest damage to electric and 
telephone service was caused in the 
Wayne-Devon-Berwyn section, where 
the storm reached its highest intensity 
in this section.

THINKS WIVES TO BLAME 



Clever detective work on the part of 
Lower Merion police last Sunday 
brought about the arrest of an alleged 
bigamist, admittedly the husband of 
four women, one being Delphine Al- 
bany, 21 years, daughter of Mrs. 
George Hampton, of Gladwyne. He 
is Charles B. Gill, 34 years, formerly 
an attendant at Dr. Ludlam's Sani- 
tarium, Gladwyne. 

Lieutenant Mullin and Sergeant 
Brown took Gill into custody at the 
home he had established near the resi- 
dence of his "bride's" mother in Glad- 
wyne, shortly after their elopement to 
Delaware County on last March 18. 
The license was obtained at the Media 
Court House and the wedding cere- 
mony was performed by Justice of the 
Peace William Gorman, of Spring- 
field, at his office. 

Lower Merion police began to look 
into Gill's history when Mrs. Hamp- 
ton informed them that she was sus- 
picious of her "son-in-law," principally 
because he was extremely reticent 
about his past. He repeatedly denied 
that he had ever married before, said 
Mrs. Hampton, but his manner at 
such times caused her to doubt him. 

With little actual information upon 
which to work, the police began their 
probe, and before long had dug up the 
record of one of Gill's previous mar- 
riages at Media. 

When confronted with the evidence 
the "professional" husband readily ad- 
mitted that he had participated as a 
principal in at least three other cere- 
monies of matrimony and had never 
complied with the formality of obtain- 
ing a divorce, police say. 

Media was Gill's favorite place for 
obtaining licenses, he admitted, and 
thrice he took his prospective brides 
there to comply with the bothersome 
formality provided for by law. Once 
he went to Elkton and obtained a 
license, he said. 

The four marriages that Gill re- 
called, at the same time admitting that 
his memory might be faulty, occurred 



between 1920 and the time he was wed 
to Delphine Albany. Wife No. 1, he 
said, was Miss Anna Nagle, of West- 
mont, N. J.; No. 2, a Miss Wright, 
whose first name he could no longer 
recall, of Atlantic City; No. 3, Miss 
Lenora Gremania, of Camden, and 
No. 4, Miss Albany. Gill declared 
that he never lived with any more 
than a few months. 

Separation in each case Gill blamed 
on the wife, saying he had been de- 
serted. Inasmuch as his wives volun- 
tarily left him, he contended, he did 
not see any reason why he should not 
enter a contract with another help- 
mate. 

Gill's preference for Media no doubt 
is being gratified, as he has been 
turned over to the authorities of Dela- 
ware County, where at least two of 
his alleged illegal ventures were 
carried out.

The following historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, was written by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion y " it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890's with many delightful digressions.

But a few steps further on and wc 
come to another graveyard, but one 
more modern in every respect, with 
smooth, white marble tablets, and tall 
somewhat pretentious monuments. Wc 
would call it only an ordinary country 
graveyard, were it not for the fact that 
upon one side of it stands a very primi- 
tive looking edifice. Quaker-like in its 
extreme simplicity. We are not sur- 
pirsed to learn that, in age, this build- 
ing is nearing the close of its century; 
that it is the relic of the days when the 
Baptists were a despised sect, content 
to seek the wilderness, and call their 
unpretending places of worship "meet- 
ing houses" just as their neighbors, the 
Friends, did. The modern graveyard 
has grown about the still cherished 
"Lower Merion Baptist Meeting 
House." But it is no longer in the 
wilderness, although the woods about 
it are nearly intact; it fronts upon the 
newer continuation of the Gulf road, 
which, within the last decade or so, 
has become the northern boundary of 
the now fashionable town of Bryn 
Mawr. This newer continuation, itself 
long since become venerable in age, 
extends from the old Lancaster road, 
or Indian Trail, near the present Hav- 
erford College station, to the corner 
of this Baptist graveyard. Besides the 
meeting house the only other antique 
building which it passes is the stone 
cottage of Fishburn, the miller, already 
spoken of; this is opposite the stables 
connected with Bryn Mawr hotel. 
From the graveyard the old and the 
new Gulf roads are continuous, and 
they make a sudden turn, at least the 
old road does, toward the right, cross- 
ing Mill Creek, which it has followed 
for about two miles. As it bends, it 
touches the corner of the extensive

property once owned by the Hum- 
phreys family, and lately purchased by 
Dr. X ose P n W. Taylor upon which to 
erect suitable buildings for a college 
for women. Dr. Taylor did not live 
to see these buildings completed, but 
we, today, may behold, towering in 
solid magnificence the granite walls of 
Taylor and Merion halls, whose doors 
shall soon stand open, inviting all 
ambitions, studious young women 
throughout the world to come to 
Lower Merion and receive the same 
advanced education their brothers re- 
ceive elsewhere. Can you travel, as 
you have just done, in fancy, along the 
Old Gulf road, and deny that the sight 
of these halls, at the close of your 
journey, appears as a grand climax? 
For what have the objects which I 
have pointed out upon our way said to 
you? Nothing to confirm my declara- 
tion that the history of the Gulf road 
of Lower Merion, and of the world, 
were one? 

To me these objects spoke of Welsh 
friends leaving their homes Jot con- 
science's sake, and bringing with them, 
to the very hills and valleys which I 
had explored, the beautiful musical 



name of Merion, as a sweet reminder 
of other hills and valleys beyond the 
sea, the story of an exodus thus being, 
not for the first time in history, told in 
one word. Flight from home for con- 
science sake, belongs as much to 
Lower Merion as to Palestine, to 
Thomas Wynne as to Moses. These 
objects spoke of new homes founded 
in the wilderness with faith in God, of 
treachery and tyranny defeated in the 
efforts to preserve these homes to pos- 
terity of the American apostle of 
peace, and the misfortunes of himself 
and family in later years, but whose 
fame shall endure forever, in spite of 
misfortune; of the primitive industries 
of an infant nation now far surpassed 
in this marvelous age of invention, of 
savages brought within the gentle in- 
fluence of Christianity, of the Holy 
Scriptures diffused among mankind, of 
the successful efforts of our predeces- 
sors to exalt us to a high place among 
nations, of religious persecution over- 
come by the true spirit of the gospel, 
of human slavery overthrown, of 
liberal thought popularized in our 
midst. Now, can_ you say that the 
history of the old Gulf road is not also 
that of our country and of the world? 
Is not the peaceful William Penn high- 
way like a grand route along which 
all humanity might proceed in a tri- 
umphal march toward universal peace? 
Here stands Bryn Mawr College for 
women: wonderful is it not? How can 
you resist the conclusion that in Lower 
Merion, as everywhere else, humanity 
must reach its final perfection, that 
beatific state so long foretold by 
prophets and poets, that state which 
we must have faith to believe it will 
reach after battle and toil and trial- 
through the elevation of its women? 
Reverently do I say it, God himself
